intensify their boycott of Jewish 
goods and termed "any association 
•with Jews high treason and crime 
against country and religion."

prisoners attacked Jewish inmates.

Hagana, the Jewish under-

As Ex-Navy Boat 
Runs Aground in Fog 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Nov.- 30 (#)— 


A former Navy mine sweeper which, 
left here yesterday on a 4000-mile 
trip to the Bahamas islands ran* 
aground in heavy fog on San Mar- 
tin island, 125 miles south, early 
today and was demolished, but the 
crew of six was rescued by a tuna 
boat. 


The Coast Guard, which sent a 


cutter to bring the survivors here, 
reported that the ship, traveling at 
12 knots in zero visibility, hit the 
island "head-on." The craft imme- 
diately began to break up, but the 
crew was able to reach the beach. 
The Coast Guard said it understood 
the boat was a total loss, a few in- 
struments being the only things 
saved. 


The crew members were trans- 


ferred from the rescne boat, the 
Sunrise Ranger, to the Coast 
Guard cutter Perseus, which is 
due here tomorrow morning'. 


The former U. S. Navy craft 


had been purchased recently by 
Rupert Hughes, a British subject, 
and was en route to the Bahamas 
islands to be used in Caribbean 
trade, the Coast Guard reported. 
Hughes was not aboard when the 
mishap occurred.

ing of poisonous radioactive ma- 
terals by air or the equally stealthy 
technique of attack on men, ani- 
mals and plants by bacteriological 
means are part of the research ac- 
tivities of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force and other agencies including 
the Atomic Energy commission, the 
Public Health service and the Agri- 
culture department. 


A mantle of secrecy surpassing 


that surrounding the atomic bomb 
has been r.hrown about the subject 
of bacteriological warfare by the 
commands of the armed forces. 


However, those familiar with 


the project point to at least 
three major factors to b« con- 
sidered in defense against germ 
warfare: 


1. Early detection of the plant- 


ing of toxic agents in the air, in

The prolonged strike of ship repair 
y&rds on the east coast is another reason 
given for the shortage. The eastern area, 
particularly, is almost entirely 
dependent 


upon outside sources for its supplies of crude 
petroleum, from which gasoline and house 
teatmg fuels are made. 


If the petroleum refiners are unable to 


plan production to meet demand, how in the 
uorld can a government official, or a whole 
department of government officials, plan for 
an economy composed of many, many diverse 
industries and business?

ed some of these same principles and 
offered you readers a psychological bul- 
letin on "How to Improve Your Mem- 
ory," if you'd send a 3-cent stamped, self- 
addressed envelope, plus a dime. 


Today, however. I wish to expand an 


aspect of memory I didn't have space to 
treat at that time. 


Ted is obviously correct in saying it 


is an asset for a salesman to know the 
names of his prospects. 
For it inflates 


a customer's pride to have the salesman 
remember his name. 


But it is just as important in sales 


work for Ted's customers to remember 
Ted's name. Why? 


Because we seldom sign on the dotted 


line or hand over money to a stranger. 
But we do trust friends. Friends, how- 
ever, are usually just people whose names 
we know. Therefore. Ted must help the 
customer learn Ted's name! 
That's a 


cardinal point in good salesmanship. 


A star salesman in a 30-mmute inter- 


view can create the illusion of long time 
acquaintance. He can make his prospect 
feel tha: the two of them have been 
friends for years. Tnis is partly accomp- 
lished by getting the prospect acquainted 
with Ted's name. 


''But how can Ted educate his cus- 


tomer to use his name freely?" you may 
wonder. 


Ted must repeat his own name freelv. 


But how can we niter our own names 
frequently without seeming to be guilty 
of self-advertising? 


This task is not difficult. 
Weave di- 


rect discourse into your s.Hes talk. 
For 


example. Ted can sa>. "The o'her day I 
was talking to Franklin Krumm. man- 
ager of Hopkms Syndicate, and he said 
to me. 'Ted. if you s'.iow me how I can 
make money ov shifting to \our new 
mimeograph machine, then I'll give \ou 
an oraer.'"

Ted can deftly slip in anotner instance of 
direct discourse, as ov statins:. "That's 
the same point tha: Maurice Williams 
brought out last week, when he said. 
'Ted, how can von seT. a: a lower price 
than vour competitor'''" 


Politicians and all tho^e people who 


are popular, ha\e Ions emp'.oved this 
same method of deftly introducing and 
re-introducing their names into the con- 
versation until they have taught their 
"public" to remember them. 


By emplovina the tactful method I 


have just described, every reader can do 
the same even in social circles

over, it, is good strategy from both a bus- 
iness as well as a social angle. 


There are two sides, therefore, to this 


problem of remembering names so while 
memorizing the names of your associates, 
also discreetly help them learn your 
own. Then you'll profit doubly!

YOUR HEALTH

Over and over again I have empha- 


sized the importance to everybody—man, 
woman and child of a well-balanced diet 
containing vitamins, minerals, and the 
proteins found in such foods as meat, milk 
and eggs. 


Such eating is important for so many 


reasons that it would be impossible to 
list them all at once. Lack of it means 
lowered resistance, and lowered resistance 
has myriads of possible harmful conse- 
auences. One of these — and one which 
would scarcely be guessed at by the aver- 
age person—is the fact that it allows 
certain parasites to gain a foothold in 
the body and take up quarters there, a 
thing almost never seen in the person who 
always eats properly. 


Among the parasites which may infest 


the human body, particularly children of 
school age. are pin-worms. These worms 
may often be present without producing 
anv but vasue symptoms. However, cer- 
tain gastro-intestinal discomfort may re- 
sult. 


When pinworms in children do not 


cause anemia or lack of coloring in the 
blood, they often do produce dark circles 
under the eyes and paleness. 
Sometimes 


there is itching around the lower open- 
ing of the bowel. 


There is no relation between pinworm- 


infesfation and bed-wettina. thumb-suck- 
ing, itching of the nose, or grinding of 
the teeth. 
However, restlessness and 


sleeplessness are often symptoms. 


In about half the cases, there is an 


increase in the blood of the number of 
white cells known as eosmophils. 


It is suggested that a preparation 


known as gentian violet be employed in 
the treatment of pinworms. In younger 
children under four, one tablet a day. for 
a week, is usually sufficient. Between the 
ages of five and seven, two tablets are 
given: between e^ght and eleven, three; 
and between twelve and fourteen, four 
are given. After a month the treatment is 
repeated. The tablets are not chewed but 
swallowed whole. 


If sickness at the stomach, vomiting, 


diarrhea, or constipation occurs, treat- 
ment is stopped for a day or two and 
then resumed. 


Many children are carriers of pin- 


worms. Even after they are treated to 
get rid of them, reinfestation may take 
place because of lack of cleanliness. 


Another drug, which is sometimes em- 


ployed in the treatment of pmworms, is 
known as phenolhiazine. It is giver, daily 
for five days, the dose varying with the 
age of the child. However, it may be re- 
sponsible for producing anemia in some 
instances. 
Hexylresorcinol is 
another 


drug quite frequently and successfully 
used for pmworm eradication.

The late President's widow, act- 


ing in her capacity as American i 
representative to the United Na-j 
t'ons Commission on Human Rights, 
suoni'tted^the.proposal to the com- 
mission at Geneva as it prepared to I 
open a formal meeting tomorrow., 


The document is intended for 


adoption by the United Nations. 
However, it would not involve 
anv contractual obligations by 
the U. X. or by any government 
tr> o-itar-intR* th» r'£"ht«; it sets 
forth. 
It is described as "a 


statement of the aspirations of 
the peoples of the world for 
rights and freedom." 


It urges "the peoples of the 


world :o promo;e the rights and 
freedoms hereby proclaimed " 
, 


Based on the Bill of Rights in the 


United States Constitution, the 10- 
aiticle declaration goes further, in 
its clauses calling for the rights to 
health 
education, social security 


and a decent living 


If it ever were universally ob- 


served, there probably would be 
no more police states, for it urges 
such things as freedom of speech 
and information, freedom of travel 
within a state and to emigrate, 
freedom from arbitrary arrest and 
involuntary servitude. 


The te^t of the 400-word draft, 


kept short enough for school chil- 
dren to memorize, was made public 
here bv the State department.

Thousands of Jews danced in 


the streets in continuing celebra- 
tion of the decision to set up sep- 
arate Jewish and Arab states. In 
some instances British soldiers, ap- 
parently swept by the mass enthu- 
siasm, joined the merrymaking. They 
waved Jewish flags, danced the tra- 
ditional Horra and embraced Jews 
toward whom they had displayed 
previously strict formality. 


But as night fell on the "Jewish 


independence day" British 
and 


Jewish leaders expressed fear of 
widespread 
bloodshed and Arab 


leaders grimly warned that serious 
trouble was in the offing. 


In today's violence five Jews 


were killed and 14 wounded, 
eight seriously, in two attacks 
upon buses which were riddled 


road southeast of the all-Jewish 
city of Tel Aviv. 


Another Jew was shot to death 


in the Arab city of Jaffa near the 
Tel Auv municipal boundary. 


The driver of the first bus said 


three Arabs opened fire from an 
orange gro\e after two other Arabs

Attacks on eight more buses, 


seven of them in Haifa and one 
in Jerusalem, were reported to- 
night, but there was only one 
casualty.

of the buses.

Senafor Pepper Asks 
Price-Wage Freeze 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (&} — A 


complete price-wage freeze was pro- 
posed today by Senator Pepper (D- 
Fla) as the best method of meeting 
the rising cost of living. 


The Florida senator, -who has 


urged the return of price controls 
in the past, told a reporter he has 
become convinced that the only way 
to beat inflation is to stabilize prices 
and wages on a fixed date and to 
make adjustments later. 


"It's going: to be impossible to 


roll back any prices," Pepper 
said. "About the best we can 
do is try to level them off and 
keep them from going higher. 
I think it could be done by a. 
freeze on prices and wages." 


He said, however, that any such 


action ought to be accompanied by 
later adjustment of "the lower sec- 
tions of the economy." 


"The people on fixed incomes and 


on pensions m many cases wfruld 
have to have more money than they 
are getting now," ne said. "There 
would have to be an increase to 
veterans' benefits and other pay- 
ments of this kind, and there might 
have to be adjustment in some prices 
which are tc- low." 


Pepper said he believes organized 


labor would be willing to go along 
with an over-all price-wage freeze 
if it were given assurances that 
there would be no increase in the 
general level in prices and that 
too-low incomes would be adjusted 
upward."

Senator Taff Says 'Personal Freedom'

Senator Taft <R-Ohio) has tabbed termed a "free economy" as opposed 
•'personal freedom" as the princi- 
pal issue of the 1943 presidential 
campaign in an exchange of fnend- 
Iv letters with Senator Flanders 
fR-Vt). the Ohioan's chief GOP 
Senatorial critic. 


Although neither Senator made 


public the correspondence imolved, 
it was learned today that Flanders 
started it with a personal note. This 
note e^lamed that Flanders was 
not challenging Taft's right 
to 


speak, in his position as chairman 
of the Senate Republican policy 
committee, when he criticized at a 
party conference the Ohioan's radio 
attack on President Truman's anti- 
inflation program. 


Flanders went on to point out,- 


however, his belief that the ris- 
ing cost of living- may form the 
chief issue of next year's cam- 
paign, in which Taft is an an- 
nounced candidate for the GOP 
presidential nomination. 


Moreover, the Vermont Sena- 


tor said he feels that the Republi- 
can party hasn't shown enough in- 
terest in people as such, particularly 
those in the low income groups who 
mav_f_a£e privation,as a result_pf_ 
rapidly rising food prices. 


In reply. Taft said that his prin- ' 


cipal interest lies in bettering the 
living standards of individual Amer- 
icans and beheies this best can 


to the "regimentation" and "planned 
economy" he had accused President 
Truman of favoring. 


It is his view, Taft said, that there 


probably will be more inequalities 
in living standards under the free 
enterprise system than under a 
socialistic state. 


Contending that the latter form 


tends to bring everyone down to 
the same level, he said he thinks 
the government must assume the 
responsibility under a free enter- 
prise system to attempt to raise the 
living standards of the underpriv- 
ileged. 


The Ohio S e n a t o r wrote 


Flanders, as he views the situ- 
ation now, he thinks the issue 
of ''Dersnnal freedom" will he 
more important than any other 
single question in the 1948 cam- 
paign. 


There were indications that the 


disagreement between Flanden and 
Taft piimanly grew out of the 
Ohio Senator's disregard, in hi« at- 
tack on the Piefcident'» program, of 
d icpuiu 011 uie economic suuct- 
tion made by a subcommittee head- 
ed by the Vermonter. 


That subcommittee recommended 


many of the remedies Mr. Truman 
subsequently put into his prograiv* 
which was criticized broadside by 
Taft.
